“Hazel was born at Dillonvale, 
O., in May, 1891,” he testified, “At 
six weeks she was stricken with 
spinal meningitis that left her a 
hopeless invalid—without a mind, 
as near as I could tell,” he said. 
He spoke without visible emotion 
as he described his helpless, im- 
becile daughter. 

“She couldn’t walk, talk, feed or 
help herself. She could roll about 
the floor—that was all. 

“She couldn't even indicate jf 

she was in pain. And often I 
couldn't discover where it was. 
Then shé would go into convulsions 
and become rigid. She had mouth 
and teeth, b.t could not success- 
fully masticate her food. It had to 
be liquid or else soft, chopped- -up 
food. 
‘Her legs, feet, dems and hands 
were less developed than those of 
a 6-year-old child. Her body was 
larger, but greatly malformed and 
the spine was twisted almost into 
the shape of the letter S. 

‘‘Her chest, bones and ribs pro- 
truded so as to be visible through 
the skin. 

Weighed About 90 Pounds. 


“She could rattle a piece of pa- 
per and occasionally would amuse 
herself by tearing the paper. to 
pieces. She did this by rolling on 
top of the paper and then pulling 
it with her left hand. 

‘Although she weighed about 90 
pounds she was as helpless as an 
infant of two months.” 

“At night she couldn't turn in 
bed.

GHICAGO, Nov. 9.—Gov. Pin- 
chot of Pennsylvania, in an address 
before the Antisaloon League con- 
vention, said that leakage of boot- 
leg alcohol throygh granting of 
permits to law-breakers by the 


papplexing problem. 

“This is as good a time as any 
in public what has long been dis- 
cussed in private—that a defeatest 
movement, like that which in 


France so nearly overthrew the 
allies in the great war, is under 
full headway in the United States,” 
Pinchot said in his speech last 
night. 2 
“T warn you that before the win- 
ter is over you will hear loud 
claims that since the strongest 
possible Federal effort to enforce 
the law has been made (which is 
false), amd since the alleged effort 
has failed (which 1s obvious), the 
time has come for law and order 
to yleld to the criminal, to repeal 
the law of which the criminal does 
not approve, and to replace it by 
another with which we may hope 
the underworld will be kind enough 
to comply. If that proposition is 
not treason I have no namo. by 
which to call it. 

Wave of Lawlessness. 
“We are living in an era of dis- 
respect for law. We are, by the 
showing of cold figures, one of the 
most, if not the most, lawless civil- 
ized nation on earth. That is one 
reason why law enforcement is an 
issue that no citizefi who loves his 
country can afford to disregard. 
“There is a wave of lawlessness 
all over America. Murder, ban- 
ditry and violence of every sort in 
our great cities are the despair of 
good citizens and the shame of the 
police. In Philadelphia alone, s0 
far as my knowledge goes, has a 
notable reduction of these crimes 
been accomplished—and that only 
because of the indomitable courage 
and unmatched ability of one man, 
the outstangling law enforcement 
officer in the United States, Gen. 
Smedley D. Butler. Elsewhere the 
successful boldness of the outlaw 
is the despair of the police. 
“However, what is true of crimes 
of violence is also true of other 
crimes. The Nation is in the grip, 
of contempt and defiance of the 
law. What is the reason? The 
reason is not far to seek. 
“Following the passage of the 
eighteenth améndment crime fell 
off, poverty diminished and _ the 
benefits of prohibition were made 
perfectly plain. Then came a 
change—a change due solely to the 
fact that the people who wanted 
to break the law had discovered 
that the law-enforcement officials 
had no intention of enforcing it. 


Law-Breaking by Officials. 


“Among all the cities of Amert- 
ca, Washington, where laws are 
made, becam the “conspicuous 
leader in disrespect for the law and 
the Constitution of the United 
States. Cabinet officers, Judg2s, 
Senators, Representatives in Con- 
gress publicly, notoriously and, as 
a matter of course, broke the fun- 
damental law of their country. ‘s 
it any wonder that when these men 
set the example of disrespect for 
law the criminal classes should fol- 
low them? \ 


Leaders Responsible. 


“When every allowance has been 
made for every other cause, the 
fact remains that principal respon- 
sibility for the crime wave which 
afflicts this nation rests squarely on 
the leaders in public and private 
life who were not good enough 
Americans to obey the Constitution 
of their country, but broke the law 
at the dictation of their appretite 
instead. These men are responsi- 
ble. 

It is our duty to set right what 
these men have eet wrong; and the 
first item in that duty is to com- 
pel an honest, fearless and deter- 
mined effort to enforce the eight- 
eenth amendment, which is the 
bloody angle in thie attack of crime 
against law, order and common de- 
cency throughout our country. Un- 
til we do that there will be no re- 
lief. 

I warn you that before the win- 
ter is over you will hear loud claims 
(if you have not heard them al- 
ready) that since the strongest pos- 
sible Federal effort to enforce the 
law has been made (which is false), 
and since the alleged effort has 
failed (which is obvious) the time 
has come for law and order to yield 
to the criminal, to repeal the law 
of which the criminal does not ap- 
prove, and to replace it by another 
with which we may hope the un- 
derworld will be kind enough to 
comply. 

After describing the efforts of 
Pennsylvania authorities to enforce 
the State dry law, the Governor 
continues: 

“And we are winning out. For 
example, there are in Pennsylvania 
64 non-permit breweries and 28 
under Federal permit. Of the 64 
not one is today making strong 
beer. There is not a gallon of high- 
power beer being manufactured in 
a Pennsylvania brewerey today ex- 
cept under the protection of a Fed- 
eral permit. Where such a permit 


exists the State authorities are help- 
less. 
Conditions in Cities. 

“With one exception, in the great 
cities of the State the raids con- 
ducted by the Pennsylvana State 
Police, and the pressure exerted 
upon other law enforcing authori- 
ties to do their duty, have resulted 
in greatly reducing the number of 
open saloons. In a recent check- 
up in Philadelphia of 59 saloons 
that were in operation two years 
ago,.26, or nearly one-half, were 
found to be closed up and gone.” 

“Pitsburg, the home of Secre- 
tary Mellon, whose good citizens 
have appealed to him over and 
over again to put an end to open 
and notorious violations of the 
law, is the one exception. It is 
so because the controlling political 
forces in Pittsburg have succeeded 
in nullifying every effort of the 
State administration to reduce 
bootlegging and make the town 
dry.” 

Blames Blair and Haynes, 

Pinchot cited numerous in- 
stances where he contended Pro- 
hibition Commissioner Haynes and 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Blair have given permits for with- 
drawal of alcohol to concerns 
which “obviously were diverting 
the alcohol for bootlegging pur- 
poses.” 

“To sum up the helpless ineffi- 
clency of the prohibition unit in 
its dedlings with these fraudulent 
withdrawals of 61 permittees in 
the Philadelphia district, each au- 
thorized to withdraw over 1000 
gallons of specially denatured al- 
cohol each month, some as much 
as 15,000 gallons monthly, and al- 
together to withdraw 2,671,000 
gallons a year, 53 were cited from 
one to three times for violations 
of law during the last 26 months 
—but of the 61 only 15 have as 
yet been put out of business.’’ 

“Our country ig, not helpless be- 
fore a band o. criminals, as some 
would have us believe,” said Pin- 
chot. “This nation is able to en- 
force its laws whenever the law en- 
forcing powers determine that it 
shall be done. But until] the law 
is enforced and the Constitution ig 
respected, there is no other issue 
that can compare in importance 
with the issue between the crim- 
ina] (assisted by the men who give 
him aid and comfort) on the one 
side, and the Constitution and the 
law-abiding people of America on 
the other. 


Bad Politics Protects Criminals. 


“The thing that has protected 
the liquor criminal from the law is 
politics. Politics first, law en- 
forcement a poor second has been 
the order. Bad whisky, with beer 
to help, has supplied the sinews of 
war for bad politics, and politics 
has returned the favor. 


“I submit to you new facts of 
current date to prove that what 
I say is true. These facts are taken 
directly from official documents 
and the reports of Federal prohi- 
bition agents. 


“Not a drop of alcohol or of in- 
toxicating liquor can be legally 
manufactured, stored, transported 
or sold without a Federal permit. 
The Federal permit is, therefore, 
the first line of defense against 
violators of the law. It is wholly 
under the control of the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

“To quote Commissioner J#iaynes 
himself: ‘Under the law the Fed- 
eral Government alone has the re- 
sponsibility for the conduct of the 
permit system.’ 

Misuse of Permits. 


“The Federal permit has not 

been used as it should have been 
used to keep known lawbreakers 
out of the business of breaking the 
law. With facts in their posses- 
sion sufficient to arouse the sus- 
picions of a lamb, Federal officials 
have been granting permits for the 
making and the selling of alcohol 
to companies officered by known 
violators of the law—and have re- 
fused to cancel these permits even 
when the law-breakers had finally 
been indicted for their law-break- 
ing. 
This case ts given added point 
when we remember that it is 
through the camouflage of dena- 
tured alcohol that the huge streams 
of poison drink flow into bootleg 
channels. In the United States the 
production of denatured alcohol 
increased from 29,000,000 wine gal- 
lons in 1920 to 82,000,000 wine gal- 
lons in 1925. Of that huge in- 
crease, 85,000,000 gallons were al- 
leged to be used in making those 
kinds of denatured alcohol from 
which the denaturants are easily 
removed. I say “alleged” because 
no one knows how much of it was 
ever actually denatured.

HIRST ‘POP CONCERT 
DELIGHTS FULL HOUSE 


Rimsky-Korsakoff’s “Flight of 
Bumble Bee’’ New to St. 
Louis Audience. 


VERY seat in the Odeon was 
filled and 200 persons were 
turned away from the first 
| popular concert of the Symphony 
Orchestra's season yesterday. De- 
‘spite a new policy of reserved 
‘seats on the lower floor and in the 
‘first row of the balcony, a line a 
block long formed before the tick- 
et window an hour before the con- 
cert. Not until the first two num- 
bers had been played were all seat- 
holders in their places, and ushers 
unfamiliar with the hall added to 
the confusion. 

Conductor Ganz provided a po- 
gram full of melody, the outstand- 
ing number of which was Rimsky-' 
Korsakoff's delightful scherzo, 
“The Flight of a Bumble Bee,” 
played for the first time in St. 
Louis. It is a gay, whimsical bit 
of humor, as if from a fairy tale 
in which the whirring figures of 
the strings represent the vagrant | 
flight of the roving bee, while the 
woodwind sings little summery 
melodies against the droning. 
Bracketed with it was the same 
composer's “A Song of India,”’ in 
an arrangement by the late Victor 


Herbert, which was marked by 


brilliant musiciagship. 

Another number to have been 
presented for the first time was 
Ganz’s own transcription of the 
“Largo” from Handel's “Xerxes” 


for orchestra and organ, but the 
organ—brought from Paris this 
fall by the conductor—had so suf- 
fered in the journey that its use 
was impossible. The familiar ver- 
sion in which Michel Gusikoffs 
violin sings an obligato against the 
figures of the harp was heard in- 
stead. 

Wagner's “Tannhaeuser” march, 
Carl Goldmark's “Sakuntala” over- 
ture, three of Edward (German's
